Nearly Every Business Building in Brawley, 
In the Imperial Valley, Damaged— 
Residents Take to Streets 


TAFT GHEERFUL:

Able to Speak to Doctor and 
Give Handclasp for First 
Time in Three Days— 
Seems Untroubled.

WASHINGTON, March 1.—Wil- 
liam Howard Taft seemed as cheer- 
fully untroubled during one of his 
conscious moments today as yhe SO 
often did in the heights of his po- 


litical struggies. The certainty that 


death is only a matter ef time, per- 


haps of hours only, has failed to 
overwhelm his courage, if, indeed, 
he is even aware of the fact. To- 
day for the first time in three days 
he was able to speak and to give 
a handclasp. 

The President and Mrs. Hoover 
called at the Taft residence for 
five minutes this afternoon to ex- 
press their solicitude to the fam- 
ily. With them was their son, 
Herbert. It was the President's 
second call at the house, while 
Mrs. Hoover had visited Mrs. Taft 
twice before. 

When the day was yet young 
Taft had spoken his first words 
in more than 70 hours. <As cus- 
Dr. Thomas A. Claytor 
tapped gentiy on the sickroom door 
for the regular morning call, 

“Come in,” Taft whispered, 
faintly that it was barely heard. 

Improvement Only Temporary. 

Happily surprised, Dr. Claytor 
and Dr. Francis R. Hagner  en- 
tered softly to find their distin- 
guished patient more at his ease 
than during the days immediately 
past. 

The physicians bent over the 
wasted body to look into Taft's 
eyes. He reached out a hand and 
weakly grasped that of Dr. Clay- 
tor for a second. Then his hand 
fell back. 

The doctors feelingly told of the 
episode later, adding that the for- 
mer President and Chief Justice 
had also said some practically in- 
distinguishable words to his son.

There has 
been no change for the better in 
his general ‘condition since this 
morning.” 

The morning bulletin had said 
the former Chief Justice was slight- 
ly improved, as evidenced by a 
moderate rise in his blood pres- 
sure. 

Dr. Hagner and Dr. Claytor, 
after visiting their patient about 
11 o'clock tonight, said that he 
was asleep and that they could not 
note any difference in his condi- 
tion.

Wavering some of the time be- 
tween consciousness and uncon- 
sciousness, Taft spent most of to- 
day in a coma. He is suffering from 
a weakened heart, aggravated by 
impaired blood circulation, and a 
sudden turn for the worse might 
bring death. Such a turn might 
not be entirely unexpected under 
the circumstances. 

Besides the President and-Mrs. 
Hoover, numerous other friends 
and officials have called at the 
Taft residence to express their so- 
licitude to Mrs. Taft. Vice Presi- 
dent Curtis was there early today 
and was followed by Mer.

Mrs. Taft. who has been almost 
constantly. at the bedside of her 
husband since he -returned here 
from Asheville, left the house to- 
day for two brief periods.

BRAWLEY: Cal., March 1. — 


Residents of Brawley took to the 
streets tonight after a series of 20 
earthquake shocks which caused 


damage to nearly all of the busi- 
ness buildings of the town, scat- 
tered bricks and debris in the main 
thoroughfares and resulted in one 
serious injury. 

The epicenter of the earth move- 
ment, which started at 3:30 p. m. 
and was felt generally throughout 
the Imperial Valley, appeared to 
have centered here. 

Cornices fell from buildings, 
walls were cracked, plate glass 
windows were shattered and loos- 
ened bricks dropped on the pave- 
ment of the main business section 
as the first few shocks came with 
the rumbling roar. 

Mrs. E. C. Dunham, walking in 
Main street, was knocked down by 
a mass of brick and mortar which 
crashed loose from a cornice over 
her head. She suffered a broken 
leg and body bruises and lacera- 
tions. She is expected to recover. 

Shock eStops Newspaper Press. 

The Brawley News building, po- 
lice headquarters and other build- 
ings suffered varying damage. The 
first shock stopped the presses of 
the News. 

When the fifth tremor occurred 
at 4:07 p. m. many automobile 
tops were broken by falling brick, 
cement or tile copings and other 
debris. 

Small fires, starting from over- 
turned oil stoves and other cook- 
ing and heating apparatus, were 
quenched quickly by the fire de- 
partment. The quakes continued 
every few minutes for nearly three 
hours. Business streets were roped 
off, members of the American 
Legion was placed on guard, and 
police and firemen ‘with ladders 
and ropes dragged down loosened 
masonry to prevent further crashes 
of building material into the 
streets. 

After five o'clock the intensity 
of the shocks tapered off and be- 
fore 6:30 o’clock the 800-foot 
deep silt bed which forms this 
agricultural district had quieted it- 
self. 

Westmoreland, eight miles north- 
west of here, the most. severly 
shaken of any Imperial Valley town 
in a series of 40 quakes which 
visited this section last Tuesday 
and Wednesday, was rocked in- 
tensely today, but no structural 
damage has been reported.

The movement was intense in 
Caiipatria, 12 miles north of Brawl- 
ey, the shocks being sufficient to

This morning Sheriff Ignacio 
Aragon of Belen and two Deputy 
Sheriffs went to the house at 
Jarales to arrest Torres on com- 
plaint of his mother that he was 
intoxicated and incorrigible. She 
told the Sheriff she wanted the 
youth committed to the State re- 
form school, 

Resisting arrest, Torres opened 
fire on the officers and barricaded 
himself in the attic of the home. 
The three officers were wounded 
in the gun fight. 

Sheriff Aragon was shot through 
the left lung and wounded seri-;

DAWES SEEKING 
TO SOLVE MYSTERY 
OF LOST ATLANTIS 


Employs Yale Professor to Seek 
Key to Mayan Temple

WASHINGTON, March 1.—The 
lost continent of Atlantis, theme 
of speculation for centuries by, his- 
torians and fiction writers, has 
cast its spell over Gen. Charles G. 
Dawes. 

Sheldon Whitehouse, newly ap- 
pointed United States Minigter to 
Guatemala and a lover of Arch- 
ecology, disclosed today that Am- 
bassador Dawes thinks the Mayan 
temples of Yucatan may hold, 
chiseled in their great stone blocks 
the story of Atantis. 

Whitehouses said Dawes had em- 
ployed Prof. Charles Upson Clark 
of Yale University to go to the 
library of the Vatican, in Rome, 
to seek the key to the Mayan mys- 
teries. 

There, Prof. Clark is rummaging 
through ancient documents, seek- 
ing his prize. Thus far he has un- 
covered one important paper, a re- 
port sent to Rome ‘by Spanish 
priests attached to the conquerors. 
It was written 30 years after the 
conquest, by a Mayan who had 
learned the Spanish language from 
the priests. 

He has not found the document, 
a story in both 
Spanish and Mayan. “If such a 
thing be found, the secret of At- 
lantis may be told.

“the greatest relief administrator 
in the world’s history.” 

The contrast afforded by Goff's 
poetic picture of plenty § and 
Brookhart’s portrayal of want, was 
vivid, and provided the climax to 
an exeeptinat performance. Goff, 
who is thought to be facing almost 
certain defeat for re-election next 
fall, not only had composed A 99- 
page address defending the protec- 


ate coalition of Progressives and 
Democrats, but had issued in ad- 
vance an elaborate description of 
the speech and of his manner of 
delivering it. 

Goff’s Advance Sheets. 

This account began by saying 
that: 

“Senator Goff took the floor of 
the Senate today, and in a speech 
that bore every evidence of the 
most careful abd exhaustive prep- 
aration attacked what he called 
the Senate coalition’s manhandling 
of the proposed new tariff bill, and 
its ruthless. blind and unreason- 
able slaughter of tmportant rate 
paragraphs.”

ture. The corporation, however, 
may continue to buy at the mar- 
ket. 

The announcement was made by 

Alexander Legge, chairman of the 
Farm Beard, who said the Farm- 
ers’ National Grain Corporation 
would continue to make loans to 
é0-operatives until the end of the 
present crop year, or July 1, upon 
the basis as announced last Oc- 
tober. Legge’s, statement follows 
im part: 
“On account of the impending 
congestion of many of the terminal 
markets, and sinec@ the emergency 
is m i, the buying 
of grain on the loan value basis 
by the Wheat Stabilization Corpo- 
ration will be discontinued. 

“The Farmers’ National Corpo- 
ration will continue to make loans 
to co-operatives up-to the end of 
the present crop year, July 1, as ft 
has done in the past. 

“The Stabilization Corporation 
may continue to buy wheat at the 
market price and if the situation 
demands grain be taken off the 
market to relieve demoralization, 
this will be done. 

“The loan values set last Octe- 
ber are in need of adjustment be- 
cause of changes in the market 
sinee that time. 

This last part of the statement. 
coupled with the presence of Berc- 
retary Hyde at the meeting was 
taken by grain market observers, 
to mean that the new crop year. 
beginning in July would see a 
downward revision in the values 
of grain established as the basis 
of loans.

Japanese Close to Delega- 
tion Says Nation Believes 
in Napoleonic . Maxim 
Toward Cruiser Ratio.

LONDON, March 1.—The pray- 


ers of thousands of men and wo- 
men were raised impressively in 


England today for the success of/* 


the five-Power naval conference. 

While Andre Tardieu, in Paris, 
hastened to complete his new Cab- 
inet, and while the American and 
Japanese delegations adjourned 
their important negotiations over 
the week-end, preparatory to re- 
suming full conference delibera- 
tions next week, services of inter- 
cession for naval disarmament 
filled two places of worship to 
overflowing. 

The first was in City Temple, 
best known non-conformist cnurch 
in London. There a Church of En- 
gland prelate, the Bishop of Win- 
cehster, addressed a large congre- 
gation. 

1500 in Solemn Procession, 

Then a procession was formed 
and 1500 persons, from high to 
low, marched to Westminster Ab- 
bey for an impressive service of 
similar character. 

They marched slowly and sol- 
emnly, these men and women of 
middle life who have seen war and 
its aftermath, who profess little 
knowledge of high politics and 
technicalities of sea power but per~ 
sonify the world masses desirous 
of making - some § gesture toward 
permanent peace. 

As they marched they passed 
two of the many London monu- 
ments to figures of war—that of 
Edith Cavell, and the cenotaph, 
Which holds the nation’s tribute to 
Great Britain's 1,000,000 World 
War dead. 

The services that followed at 
Westminster Abbey were broadcast 
to the empire. They were part of 
the Christ and Peace Campaign, 
the leaders of which sent a mes- 
sage to the Church Peace Union of 
America, saying the success of the 
London conference is necessary as 
a basis for international security 
and permanent peace. 

Japan’s Cruiser Attitude. 

A Japanese close to the Japanese 
naval delegation today quoted the 
first Napoleon in explanation of 
his country’s attitude toward a 70 
per cent big cruiser ratio with 
America. 


Napoleon “An 


Bonaparte said: 


‘attacking force to be sure of suc- 


have a superiority of 
at least 50 per cent over its 
enemy.” The Japanese today said: 
“Japan believes thoroughly in the 
Napoleonic maxim, and for that 
reason it is asking 70 per cent of 
America’s cruiser strength. 

‘While we do not anticipate ever 
going to war with America, yet at 
the game time conservative Ameri- 
ean naval men, just as conservative 
Japanese naval men, are always 
looking toward the question of se- 
curity. Since the United States is 
our greatest and nearest armed 
neighbor it stands to reason we 
must take her into consideration 
theoretically when figuring out 
relative naval strengths. 

“Now the 5-6-3 battleship ratio 
comes very near fo a 50 per cent 
superiority; in order to be tech- 
nically secure we must have an 
increased ratio «in other branches 
of arms. With the 70 per cent and 
50 per cent merged, Japan feels 
she will have the security which 
the country desires .and which 
actually will not menace America 
in any way.”

Even that information does . not 
shatter the illusion of a real gar- 
den. The rock garden might, to 
all appearances, have been bodily 
carried from outdoors. The flow- 
er-pots of the tulips and hyacinths 
have been buried in peat moss to 
give the appearance of an outdoor 
garden. Not the least factor in the 
garden atmosphere is the fragrance 
of the hyacinths and a few white 
freesias. 

Among the hyacinths are the 
white “l’Innocence,” the fine pink 
“Gertrude” and the “Queen of the 
Blues.” Darwin tulips as well as 
the May-flowering are’ represent- 
ed, and the varieties include the 
coppery “Toreador,” the “Yellow 
Prince,” the “William Copeland,” 
which is a lavender Darwin tulip, 
and the pure white “Boule de 
Neige.’’

ROBBERS, ROUTED BY BANKER, 
SHOOT POLICE AND ESCAPE

MATTOON, Ill, March 1.—Three 
Mattoon policemen were _ slightly 
wounded late today as a posse 
closed in on two men who 
had attempted to hold up the First 
National Bank of Humbolt, IIL, 
but were repulsed when John W, 
Poorman, president of the bank, 
opened fire on the pair, then es- 
caped during their confusion. Sev- 
eral thousands of dollars in cur- 
rency and silver was abandoned by 
the men as they fled. 
The robbers jumped in a 
green sedan bearing a Missouri' 
license and sped from Humpbolt in 
the direction of this city. Mattoon 
poliee started for Humbolt, and as 
they drew near the town they saw 
the robbers’ car,.from which the 
men opened fire. 
Because of the. distance separat- 
ing the two automobiles, police be- 
lieve the robbers were armed with 
rifles.

Claudius H. Huston, Republican 
National chairman, whose name 
has appeared frequently in evi- 
dence obtained by the Senate Lob- 
by Investigating Committee con- 
cerning the efforts of power and 
chemical interests to get possession 
of the Government property at 
Muscle Shoals, has asked permis- 
sion to appear before the commit- 
tee at its earliest convenience, 
Chairman Caraway disclosed today. 
The request was conveyed through 
Senator Brock (Dem,), Tennessee. 

Caraway intimated that the com- 
mittee would propose to let Hus- 
ton “sweat’’ for at least a week be- 
fore calling him. He explained 
that oher witnesses have been 
scheduled and that their testimony 
is likely to consume all next week. 
Incidentally, some of them are ex- 
pected to throw further light on 
Huston’s activities, which may as- 
sist the committee in questioning 
him. 

Backed Efforts of Cyanamid Con- 
cern. : 

Already it. has been shown that 
Huston, prior to his election to the 
Republican chairmanship, served 
as president of the Tennessee River 
Improvement Association, a mys- 
teriously-financed organization de- 
voted to opposing Government ‘Op- 
eration of the Muscle Shoals plant, 
and that he actually circularized 
members Of Congress in favor of 
the Maddel-Wright bill, which 
would turn the plant over to the 
American Cyanamid Co. 

The Cyanamid company, as has 
been told, was somehow able to 
use the American Farm Bureau 
Federation as a cloak for some of 
its own lobbying activities. In a 
letter from Chester H. Gray, the 
federation’s legislative agent, to 
another Farm Bureau Official, it 
was stated that Huston, after his 
election to the Republican chair- 
manship, had continued to co-op- 
erate with the Cyanamid lobby “as 
much as he dared,” although com- 
pelled to “watch his step” for fear 
of being summoned before the 
Caraway committee. 

The committee also has wun- 
earthed memorandums, purported 
to have passed between Huston 
and J. W. Worthington, active 
head of the Tennessee River Im- 
provement Association, one of 
which stated that Huston and 
Worthington had attempted to rec- 
oncile the power and chemical in- 
terests quarreling for the posses- 
sion of the shoals plant and that 
Mr. Hoover, while Secretary of 
Commerce, had sought to accom- 
plish the same object. 


Approached Regardign Oil Tariff.

Committee on Public Build- 
ings Recommends Site 
Favored by St. Louis 
Civic Workers.

SY WASHINGTON, March 1.—The 
Union Station Plaza site, advocated 
by St. Louis city officials and civic 
workers for the new $2,700,000 
post office annex, has been chosen 
by the inter-departmental commit- 
tee on public buildings, according 
to an announcement made today 
by Representative Dyer. 

The site to be acquired will 
consist of the block bounded by 
Eighteenth, Market, Walnut and 
Seventeenth streets; Walnut street 


to be closed, Eighteenth widened 


20 feet, and Market widened 40 
feet; also the tract bounded by 
Market, Seventeenth, Moore street 
(1624 west), and Clark avenue; 
Seventeenth street to be closed and 
Moore street to be widened. 

Provision has been made, in the 
appropriation, for a building that 
will meet the postal needs of St. 
Louis for many years to come. Be- 
sides \the estimated cost of the 
building, $400,000 has been  ap- 
propriated for site, making a to- 
tal investment of $3,100,000 in the 
post office building. 

The post office project is dis- 
tinct from the new $3,000,000. Fed- 
eral building, for which the Gov- 
ernment is now acquiring a site at 
Twelfth and Market, facing Me- 
morial Plaza. - 

‘The tommittee’s recommenda- 
tion has gone to the director of 
the budget,”” Representtaive Dyer 
said. “After a report from him, 
the recommendations will go to 
Congress for an appropriation to 
cover the acquisition of the land 
and the commencement of ‘the 
building. It is likely that a spe- 
cial appropriation of the needed 
amount will be passed at this ses- 
sion.”

COLDEST JANUARY IN 12 YEARS |" 


Temperature * hyetaged 10.4 De- 
grees Above Ordinary Mark for 
Month; Breaks 1882 Record. 

Last month was the warmest 
February on record in St. Louis, 
following the coldest January in 12 
years, + 
Mean. temperature during the 
month was 45.2 degrees, 10.4 de- 
grees above the average, and .6 of 
a degree above the previous rec- 
ord for the month, established © in 
1882. Weather Bureau -tempera- 
ture records begin with 1870. 

Four and two-tenths inches of 
snow fell on the fourteenth and the 
coldest temperature of the month, 
12 degrees, was on the sixteenth. 
m@fter that the temperature did not 
again fall below the freezing point. 

The cold spell was followed by 
a period of unusually warm days, 
temperatures between Feb. 18 and 
Feb, 25 ranging from 17 to $1 
degrees above the average Febru- 
ary reading. The warmest day of 
the month was Feb. 24 when a 
temperature of 80 degrees was re- 
eorded. There were two other 
days when the temperature mount- 
ed above 70 degrees.

Mrs. Blake of Amarillo, Tex., Says She Will 
Not Try. to Stop It, if It Serves as 
Protest Against Judicial “Murder”

| AMARILLO, Tex., March 1.—A 


gray-haired mother In Amarillo, 
wondered today whether she 
should close a show which admit- 
tedly is one of Broadway’s biggest 
hits or whether she should permit 
it to continue as a protest against 
capital punishment. 

The mother is Mrs. Ella Blake, 
Robert Blake, her son, died in the 
electric chair at the State peniten- 
tiary at Huntsville, Tex., April 29. 
1929. Blake was convicted of the 
killing of Fred Conner, Tulia,. Tex. 
automobile dealer in 1925. 

Mrs, Blake decided today to go 
to New York, and see the play. If 
it is “real,” if it in any way cre- 
ates sentiment “against murders 
committed by the states,” she in- 
dicated her final decision would 
be to allow it to continue. 

Her son's copyrighted article. 
published in the American Mer- 
cury, is the theme and setting of 
“The Last Mile” by John Wexley, 
now running in New York. The ar- 
ticle was appropriated bodily by 
Wexley without a definite agree- 
ment. 

4 Mrs. Blake, who has eight grown 
children living in Amarillo, is 
about 60 years old. She is a 
sweet-faced, soft-spoken woman. 
Robert was the only child touched 
by tragedy. 

Going to See the Play. 

“Would it possible for me to close 
"The Last Mile?’” she asked. The 
reply was that attorneys here say 
Wexley took something which did 
not belong to him, and it was their 
opinion the courts would sustain 
an injunction. 

“I am going back all the way 
to New York to decide,” she then 
said. “I have made up my mind. 
If it is terrifying, something that 
attracts crowds becduse it is 
gruesome, I will close it if possible.

In my experience in baseball I’ve 
found it good judgment in the 
long run to play the percentage.

That always seems dif- 
ficult for fans to understand. It 
is because they do not realize the 
deadly workings of the laws of 
average and percentage over a 
long pull.

Howley Believes Meusel

O club can hope to get very far 
N in the major leagués these days 
unless it packs a punch.

In 1928 we fin-

DAN HOWLEY despite the fact 
that ‘we had one of the weakest 
hitting clubs in the majors. Great 
pitching, a fine defense and a 
fighting spirit kept us in the first 
division the last two years. In 
1928 if we had hada clean-up bat- 
ter on the club we would have 
made plenty of trouble and would 
have had a chance to cop the pen- 
nant. The punch just wasn’t there. 


This year, I am to manage the 
Cincinnati Reds in the Natjonal 
League, gWhen I took over the 
reins of the club I was told my 
situation was very much lIjke the 
one I had left in St. Louls. For 
years great pitching had been 
wasted because of the need of ‘two 
or three players capable of hitting 
for extra bases. That has been the 
situation, I.am told, in Cincinnati 
for three years or more. 

Not Worried Over Pitchers. 

I regret that my pitching will 
not be as good as it was three 
years ago, since age takes its toll 
out of a veteran pitcher and there 


are several of them on the Reds’ 
staff. However, I decided not to 
worry about the pitching angle, 
hoping that if I was able to get to- 
gether a team that would give the 
pitching staff a working margin of 


pitching would show improvement 
with this added punch. 

It has been my experience in ma- 
jor league baseball that you can- 
not look for much help from your 
own league. If you are to get ma- 
jor league material, tried and true, 
you invariably must go to the rival 
league. That is why President Weil 
and myself turned to the American 
League instead of the National 
when we started our hunt for play- 
eras who could hit. 

Since the : close of the major 
league season the Cincinnati club 
has added three players to its rés- 
ter who should make the. Reds a 
much improved club, far more in- 
teresting. .Iyrefer to Harry Heil- 


mann, secured .from the Detroit 
Tigers; Bob Meusel, from the New 
York Yankees, and Infielder Cuc- 
cinello of Columbus in the Ameri- 
can Association. 


True, Heilmann and Meusel are 
veterans, and as some of the crit- 
ics state have passed the peak of 
their game; but those “babies” can 
still hit that old apple and that 
is what interests me most for the 
time being.

he saw us more clearly than we saw ourselves. — 
He believed us to be only what the material task 
er developing a new continent would have made any 


| people. To pioneer so rich a continent, to build 


our roads and railroads, our industries and our cit- 
ies; to first push out the bounds of the great repub- 
lic, and then to lift the nation itself into its present 
place of wealth and power, was not the sort of thing 
to nourish what Dr. Holzapfel called soul. 

By soul he meant those refinements of feeling and 
that spiritual exaltation which express themselves in 
ethics, religion, philosophy and the arts. One of their 
corollaries is conscience. That is, what we can do, 
or what mere power enables us to do, or what 
may be technically legal, is not necessarily what a 
soulful people,/or a people -whosegivilization enjoyed 
an ethical background, would want to do. A people 
who had grown soul while building the great Ameri- 
can nation would not have condoned corruption of the 
Government by the oil buccaneers. This shameful 
chapter, like that of the Grant administration, be- 
longs in the story of the great American racket. It 
is an era in which each of us condones the other’s 
dishonesty to protect. his own. Tariff-making per- 
fectly illustrates it. Exceptions such as that of 
the younger Mr. Rockefeller, who stopped Col. 
Stewart, and. Senator Borah, who wanted his party to 
return the $160,000 which Sinclair contributed to the 
deficit of the Harding campaign, are more than rare 
among us; they are\so unlike us as almost to seem 
eccentric. 


Dr. Holzapfel clearly saw us to be like this, and! 


his sturdy philosophy refused to be discouraged by it. 
He believed that when the great task of building 
the nation is complete we will become the world’s 
most potent force for light and leading. ‘There 
are latent in us, so he believed, the cultures ‘of 
those countries from which we derive. He says 
that.in so material an environment as we stepped 
into when we came to America we had no use for 
them. To have and to hold took precedence over and 
dominated our spiritual cravings, which at last lost 
all power of articulation. They await the rebirth of 
things that are not material, exactly as the Renais- 
sance led Europe out of the Dark Ages. Dr. Holz- 
apfel said of this in the Fiftieth Anniversary Number 
of the Post-Dispatch: 

The complete subservience of all energies to 
the task of the struggle for existence which held 
the creative forces of its people in chains, pro- 
duced a momentous indifference in America to- 
ward the highly important foreign productions. 
Consequently, America lags behind Europe in 
culture, and lacks many very necessary abilities 
that are essential in the struggle for a new future 
for humanity. It is most conspicuously wanting 
in the capacity for sublimation and absorption 
of a higher order, as well as the ability to con- 
centrate more fully where\this is necessary. 

As a compensation, however, Americans pos- 
sess the above discussed latent energies, which 
occur nowhere else in this form, and which pecul- 
jlarly adapt them to assimilate rapidly the spir- 
itual riches of Europe. These energies will en- 
able the Americans to take, as it were, a spir- 
itual hurdle over unnecessary obstacles in the 
path of development, and to reach in one bound 
a stage from which they may, in conjunction with 
Europe and the whole earth, essay the common 
undertaking of developing a new and vital world 
culture. 

Perhaps the deepening gloom of his latter days 
obscured from the philosopher our tendency even 
now to confirm that flattering prophecy. We are try- 
ing to lead the world out of the welter of war. No 
ledgue of nations, no disarmament move, has yet 
achieved this great ideal; but we keep on trying. 
Usually initiated by us, these movements always have 
our sturdy support. That we sometimes fail because 
of dissension among ourselves bears out the philos- 
opher’s belief in our essentially primitive nature. It 
is not becaus@ we are, as France is, afraid. It is be- 
cause we are, as a people fresh from moving moun- 
tains would be, bellicose. 

Consequently, we look to Europe for what the late 
President Charles W. Eliot of Harvard called “the 
durable values.” Our philosophy, our music, our 
letters, our science are not yet producing the equiva- 
lents of Einstein, Spengler, Shaw and Strauss. We 
recently acclaimed Mr. Edison, as we should have 
done, on the fiftieth anniversary of his invention of 
the incandescent light; but when the ‘philosopher 
John Dewey became 70 at almost the same time we 
utterly failed in a proper recognition of his also use- 
ful life. We have not that quality which the man 
who rose from humble walks to greatness by the 
power and beauty of his mind called soul. Only 
time, he foresaw, can give us that.

Far be it from us to disparage a quest for facts, 
a thirst for knowledge, particularly in so high a place 
as the White House..President Hoover, statisticians on 
such matters inform us, thus far in his administra- 
tion, now not quite a year old, has appointed 15 dif- 
ferent fact-finding commissions to investigate this 
problem and that and make report. If more than one 
special inquiry a month seems excessive with a man 
who is supposed to have valuable ideas of his own, 
just remember to Mr. Hoover's credit, please, his 
great forbearance and moderation.

Ramsay. MacDonald’s resignation ‘from the Inde- 
pendent Labor party signifies no change of heart fn 
‘the Premier, but ragper a change in the organization, 
which was one of the groups uniting in 1900 to 
form the Labor party as England knows it today. 
The Independents, who’ once commanded MacDonald's 
best efforts, turned against him in late years as they 
moved toward the left.

English and American investors supplied the origi. 
nal capital. . A patchwork» of railroads, the Orient 
went into receivership in 1912. The receivers at once 
saw that Stillwell’s financial structure was a card- 
board house. The bonds, now worthless, were junked. 
An issue of two-year gold notes in the amount of 
$6,000,000 was brought. out and mostly taken up by 
the original investors. The road still rolled along 
in the ted. Presently the gold notes depreciated, sell- 
ing, it is said, for 8 cents on the dollar. - sph, got 
a lot of those notes at bargain prices. 

In 1917 the road was again’ bankrupt,, and Kemp- 
er was appointed receiver. In the meantime Histed, 
through a Noteholders’ Deposit Committee, got con- 
trol of a large part of the notes. It was an intri- 
cate operation. Kemper receivership was still in its 
cradle when the United States went into the war 
and took over all the railroads, including the Orient. 
That was a lucky day for the Kemper group. The 
Government's generosity to the Orient and its re- 
ceiver in claims allowed, in interest waived and in 
loans of real money, was nothing short of princely. 

Still, the Orient languished. Reorganization efforts 
failed. Finally, in 1924, the road was sold under 
court order at Wichita.. Histed bought it. Some of 
the noteholders thought that, as a member of the 
Noteholders’ Deposit Committee, he was acting as 
their representative. Subsequently he came out with 
a new plan of reorganization as independent owner. 

According to the calculations of the investors, the 
Kemper-Histed crowd bought this railroad, on which 
$25,000,000 had been spent, for a cash outlay of $50,- 
000; which, by rebate, was reduced to $37,000. On 
this investment, it is said, they netted something like 
$6,000,000 in the sale of the property to the Santa Fe. 

Against the foreclosure sale at Wichita investors 
protested, and continue to do so. A year ago some 
of the original bondholders filed a suit to invalidate 
that sale. Now Congressman Tinkham of Boston 
and others have joined in that action. 

The story of the Orient was told in detail in the 
Post-Dispatch on June 14, 1925. Kemper and Histed, 
interviewed at the time, defended their action,. ex- 
plained all their negotiations and felt they were en- 
titled. to the verdict, “Well done, thou geod and 
faithful.” The investors feel otherwise. 

The legal epilogue will, presumably, resolve the 
question as to whether Kemper, Histed and associ- 
ates were heroes in this dizzy drama or villains,

In euch instance the tn- 
tent would have been harmless, but the result would 
have been to irritate a renascent national conscious- 
hess. When American audiences recognize the broad 
burlesove of the Lioyd talkie, the Chinese see only @ 
libel on their people.

Motor for Airplanes

SOUTHAMPTON, Eng., March 1. 
—Louis Coatelen, the motor de- 
signer, who sailed Thursday on the 
Berengaria for New York, told the 
New York World and Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent jist before 
leaving that within a year he ex- 
pects to perfect a Diesel type heavy 


oil airplane engine, 
em | have been experimenting,” he 


said,. “and am still carrying on re- 
search work on a high speed, solid- 
injection oil engine for airplanes. 
My experiments have now reached 
an advanced stage. I have already 
solved the question of weight per 
horsepower and fuel consumption 
per horsepower. All now remain- 
ing to be done is to insure reliabil- 
ity» of operation, and I anticipate 
this will take another year. 

“The engine so far has been tried 
only on a test bench, but experi- 
ments show that it will run at a 
speed of 2000 revolutions per min- 
ute, which is an exceptional per- 
formance for an oil engine. It will 
run suctessfully on any heavy oil 
or even on melted butter.” 

Coatelen is accompanied on his 
trip to America by Kaye Don, Brit- 
ish racing driver, and Don’s mon- 
ster racing car, ‘‘The Silver Bullet,” 
which Coatelen designed and in 
which Don will attempt, at Day- 
tona Reach, Fla., to beat Sir Henry 
Segrave’s record of 231.36 miles 
per hour. 

Coatelen also designed Segrave’s 
car, “*The Golden Arrow,” in which 
the record was hung up. Don said 
“The Silver Bullet’ is capable of 
doing 250 miles per hour. 

Coatelen is chief designer of the 
Sunbeam automobile and Sunbeam 
aviation engines, which, with Rolls 
Royce. share the leadership in 
British aviation motors.

ideas that will break down sales 
resistance and compel the most 
conservative. of motorists to sign 
on the dotted: line for the liatest. 
While the manufacturers as .u 
group do not desire make utj- 
necessary changes models mere- 
ly to increase the factor of obso- 
lescence, they recognize that the 
motoring public is ever ready to 
sacrifice for progress.

Engineering of 
‘Mexican System 


Maj. _R.-F. Britton Compares 
Projects to Those in 
Missouri. 


The Mexican national highway 
system, embodying some of the 
most spectacilar pieces of high- 
way engineering in the world, 
closely resembles in its major as- 
pects the Missouri plan of road 
development, according to Maj. 
Roy FA Britton, president of the 
Automobite Club of Missouri, who 
returned last week from Mexico 
City where he spent three weeks 
investigating facilities for prospec- 
tive tourist travel in that country. 

While in Mexico, Britton was 
@riven by representatives of the 
Mexican National Highway Com- 
mission over virtually every mile 
of completed national’ highway in 
the vicinity of Mexico City where, 
in the early stages of the national 
system, COMMER IES work was con- 
centrated. 

“One of the greatest pieces of 
road engineering I ever saw is the 
20-foot highway .between Mexico 
City and Cuernavaca, the former 
home of Ambassador Morrow,” 
Britton said. . “The total driving 
‘distance is 40 miles, but there is 
drop in altitude from 7500 feet 
at Mexico City to 3500 feet at, 
Cuernavaca. You drive over @ 
mountain 10,000 feet high on the 
way and the road never encoun- 
ters a grade of more than 6 per 
cent all thea. way. One can drive in 
high ali the way with the exception 
possibly of the sharp curves on 
the mountain sides, 
o‘Inc sharp contrast to, this mar- 
velous piece of road engineering . 
is the old Cortez road, built by the 
Spanish ‘conqueror who also had 
his home at Cuernavace. This old 
road crosses the new national high- 
way at intervals and in some places 
reaches a maximum grade of about 
35 per cent. 


New Roads Well Built. 


“The new national highways are 
being built exceptionally well. 
They are made of what is known 
as penetration macadam, and the 
standard width is 20 feet. They 
get more mileage for their dollar 
than we do here in Missouri, first, 
because they use native materials 
universally, effecting great econo- 
mies in construction, and second, 
because their labor cost is a frac- 
tion of that in Missouri. 

“The great similarity between 
the Mexican national highway sys- 
tem and the Missouri plan is found 
ehiefly in two features, their sys- 
tem, which will ‘embrace, when 
completed, 6000 miles ‘of paved

If one 
answers in the affirmative, as I am 
inclined to do, it will not be be- 
cause one is convinced of Wagner's 
predominant greatness or even that 
he is great at all. As a matter of 
fact almost any characteristic work 
of Beethoven, Bach or Mozart 
makes Wagner, by comparison 
seem adolescent. And _ that,. of 
course, is precisely the point. 

Wagner is immortal because he 
has achieved a perfect expression 
of instinctive, biological love—the 
love that has not yet been modi- 
fied by experience of life or the 
cultivation of the specifically hu- 
man virtues and that usually 
reaches its high tide in early man- 
hood, 


LL of his major operas—with 
A tne possible exceptioh of “Die 

Meistersinger,” reflect an in- 
variable concern with some phase 
of a man’s love for a woman or a 
woman’s love for @a man and his 
idea of the greatest human strug- 
gle is the one which is imposed by 
the conflicting claims of sacred 
and profane love. His favorite 
heroes are constantly engaged 
either in doing battle for some 
Ideal of Perfection in the form of 
® woman or in purifying himself 
after having yielded to some stock 
Seductress, also in the form of a 
woman. 

True enough one encounters a 
complicated network of philosophy 
in most of the: Wagnerian operas 
but one is prevented from taking it 
too seriously by the music which 
overlays it. The Good Friday Mu- 
sic from Parsifal is devotional in 
the same manner as the second act 
of Tristan and the beautiful theme 
which comes at the very end of 
“Goetterdammerung”— significant, 
we are told, of the redemption of 
the. world from Force and Greed— 
might have expressed just as ap- 
propriately Siegmund's incestuous 
tenderness for Sieglinde. — 

Indeed all of that tall philo- 
sophical talk that Wagner goes in 
for is just another characteristic 
manifestation of adolescent love. 
For the young man who looks with 
longing upon a woman, every 
glance of her eye, every rise and 
fall of her bosom, every casual 
word from her lips, has cosmic re- 
verberations. His Own passion is 
likewise expressed in universal 
terms. But the phenomenon ,re-

N A PORTABLE studio beneath the sea, J. E. 
Williamson has recorded in motion pictures. 
color photographs and plain stills the rich and 
varied submarine life of the West Indies. He 
has caught the glowing flash of strange, iri- 
descent fish, the ceaseless motion of waving for- 
ests of coral, the fierce drama of undersea life. 
The photographs on this page were taken by 
Willian.son in a submarine garden off Nassau, 
“4 in the Bahamas, on the Williamsons’ last expe- 
“ton. On their return recently they brought back an extensive 
‘ecord of undersea life for the American Museum ‘of Natural Hise- 
‘ory of New York and the Field Museum of Chicago. . 

Taking undersea photographs by the Williamson method is 
ot as difficult as it sounds. For the Williamson studio is a most 
r ct and snug affair, capable of being moved gently forward 
‘'itle way above the sea bottom. it is suspended by a large cir-

r tube from the hull of a specially constructed ship. This tube 
‘formed of jointed iron hoops, covered with waterproof material, 
‘nd may be raised or lowered on the principle of an accordion. 

The studio itself, entered from the tube leading from the hull 
‘the ship, will bold s{x people. Shortly after the Williamsons 
“ere married they went on an expedition to the West Indies and a 
wsiderable part of their honeymoon was spent in this studio 
‘nier the sea.

the color and movement just boven her reach» And she was safe 
there, For the glass that forms the studio window is thick enough 
to resist an accidental blow from the tail. of the largest shark: Air 
enters the studio through the tube from the ship’s hull without the 
need of special pumps. 

Williamson, of course, had many tasks besides the photography. 
He had to secure whole trees of coral for the two museums, It is 
a difficult process to bring up a perfect coral tree. When William- 
soh, cruising in his undersea studio, comes upon an excellent speci- 
nfen, he first sends down native divers, who make careful measure- 
ments. These coral trees sometimes grow to a height of 18 feet, 
with a spread of 15 feet. 

Next a cradle In the form of a large supporting structure is 
made to fit the tree. This cradle is substantial, being constructed 
of 4-by-6 timbers. ‘From pontoons overhead, hoists and chain haw- 
sers are dropped down and the native divers are again called upon to 
fasten these to the cradle. Now the tree, fastened within the cradle, 
must bé:- broken loose. Dynamite is sometimes needed. It is then 
towed slowly and carefully shoreward, often a distance of two or 
three miles. Williamson watches the skies for indications of bad 
weather. Any abrupt movement is lable to shatter the tree. 

Once the Willismsons were overtaken by a hurricane. Realiz- 
ing the impossibility of escape, Williamson ordered the studio turned 
so that its rdund ‘‘eye” was pointed upward. They watched the driv- 
ing rain beat the surface of the waters into froth and they saw the 
sands of the sea bottom churned by the ground roll until all colqr 
had vanished and the studio was lost in a milky, opalescent fog. 

Their long days on the ocean floor are never monotonous. It is 
like watching, the Williamsons say, a never-ending motion picture.

Madeleine Slade, Daughter of the: Late 
Admiral Slade, Found Living 
in a Mud Hut. 


LONDON. 
N ENGLISH woman of birth and fortune has given 
up everything to become a humble follower of the 
a man most hated, despised, by the members of her 
4, Classe—the governing class of Great Britain. She 
7 has become a pariah, an outcast, and her present 
mode of living is so mean and frugal as to be de- 
spised by the humblest of her former servants. 
There came confirmation just the other day of the 
rumor that Madeleine Slade had become a follower 
of Gandhi, that she had embraced Hinduism and 
wat living in a mud hut 400 miles from Bombay in order 
to serve the man whom the masses of India call the Ma- 
hatma, the saint. 

Madeleine Slade is the daughter of the late Admiral 
Sir Edmond John Warre Slade and Lady Slade. For three 
years, from 1909 to 1912, Sir Edmond was commander of 
the East India fleet, one of the highest ranking officers in 
His Britannic Majesty’s navy. When he visited India, he 

was received with all pomp and cere- 
mony. Madeleine Slade foday would 
not be received in the home of any 
British official in India, so completely 
has she lost caste. 

If Miss Slade had heen definitely 
seeking publicity for her conversion, it 
could not have been revealed more 
dramatically. For Gandhi has just 
announced a new campaign of civil 
disebedience to free India from 
Britain’s rule. England, he says, must 

face the crisis. i 

As a matter of fact, Miss 
Slade shrinks from publicity. It 
was only accidentally that an 
ambitious correspondent for a 
London daily discovered her 
present mode of life. 

This correspondent sought 
Gandhi out. He made the 400- 
mile journey from Bombay to 
Ahmedabad. From thence 
he went by donkey cart over

But the next day he returned, 
sought her out and persuaded her to 
tell why four years before she had 
given up everything that had ever 
meant anything to her to follow this 
brown, emaciated man. He asked her 
first how she enjoyed life as a 
stranger in a strange land. 

“I feel neither that I am a 


stranger nor that I am in a strange . 


land,” she answered gravely. ‘I feel 
that I have left behind the night and 
have at last emerged into the day. 

“T am as happy as any woman in 
the world. I have made great sacri- 
fices, but not in vain. My reward 
has been found in my work. I am 
here because of my absolute belief in 
Mahatma Gandhi and his messages to 
bumanity. 

“What he is doing is simply putting 
into practice the great eternal truths 
that have come to us through all the 
great prophets of the worid."’ 

She related then the circumstances 
of her conversion. It was a psychic 
experience, she said. It could scarcely 
be explained in ordinary terms. She 
was reading a life of Gandhi written 
by Romain Rolland, the French phil- 


osopher and novelist. 

“T was living a life of thoughtless 
luxury in those days,” she explained, 
‘idling away my time between Lon- 
don, Paris and Berne. I was well-to- 
do. My family were well off, and I 
had nothing to think of but the pur- 
suit of pleasure and the ways to ap- 
preciate and enjoy the life that was 
bestowed on me by my pserents.

“That is where I sleep,’’ she ex- 
plained. “You see, I am beside our 
prayer ground and there, just beyond 
the fence, 15 feet away, ie the cot 
where Mahatma Gandhi sleeps. I 
would prefer to sleep on the bare 
ground and so would the Mahatma, 
but snakes, enormous cobras, come 
crawling all around us through the 
night.” 

The correspondent asked if she did 
not find the discipline too rigorous, 
the privations too severe. Her answer 
came without hesitation. ‘“‘Not at all. 
I would live no other life. God has 
given me to Gandhi and to his coun- 
try and here I propose to remain.”

And then in 1920, ‘after a lapse 
of 17 years, the fourth of the 
Shamrocks sailed across the 
Atlantic in quest of the 
world’s most famous yacht- 
ing trophy. Flying the Lipton private 
insignia and the pennant of the Royal 
Ulster Yacht Club, the challenger from 
overseas won the first two races in a 
three out of five series. It looked as 
if the famous cup which the great 
America had brought to the United 
States in 1851, and which has been de- 
fended successfully against every 
challenge by British yachtsmen, was 
about to be returned ‘to England. 
The stage seemed set for a great 
British yachting triumph. The Reso- 
lute, the American cup defender, 
which had put up two disappointing 
races, was now to stir the yachting 
world. With Charles Francis Adams, 
now Secretary of the United States 
Navy, at the wheel, the Yankee craft 
showed her heels to the Shamrock IV, 
and swept over the line first for each 
of the three remaining decisive heats.

In the past, when challeng- 
ing boats have been larger than the 
defending, as was usually the case, 
the former have sailed under a time 
handicap set by an American race 
committee, and not all races have been 
satisfactorily concluded from the 
standpoint of the invader. The elim- 
ination of time allowance also means 
a better race from the spectators’ 
viewpoint. 

The four-out-of-seven series is bound 
to be a more satisfactory arrangement 
than the three-out-of-five. It is not 
likely that the races will be sailed on 
successive days, for either boat desir- 
ing an intervening day may have it on 
application to the cup committee.

N 1851 Commodore John L. Stev- 

ens, one of the organisers and the 

first head of the New York Yacht 
Club, took his schooner yacht, Ameri- 
ca, across the Atlantic td test her 
against England’s best. After winning 
several contests he entered her in the 
free-for-all event of the Royal Yacht 
Squadron, a race around the Isle of 
Wight for the Royal Yacht Squadron 
Cup, or the Queen’s Cup, as it was also 
known. 

America led sixteen English boats 
around the island, beating Aurora, 
which finished second, by 18 minutes. 
Commodore Stevens returned to New 
York with his boat and his trophy, 
but not until six years later was it 
deeded to the New York Yacht Club 
as a perpetual challenge cup for in- 
ternational competition.

Squadron, original donor, with James 
Ashbury’s Cambria.

Twenty-four yachts, including the 
America, then a United States Naval 
Academy training ship, lined up 
against the English boat, so even the 
Government was in league to turn 
back the British invader. At the start- 
ing mark, because of the odds against 
her, Cambria was given the weather 
berth—which may or may not have 
been a magnanimous gesture. In any 
event, what was the weather berth 
just before the start became, with 4 
shift of wind, the leeward berth as 
the starting gun was f . Cambria 
finished tenth. ¢, : 

That was the only race fh which the 
challenger was called upon to com- 
pete against a fleet and the only chal- 
lenge settled by a single race. The 
unfairness of the arrangement was 0ob- 
vious and the directors of the New 
York Yacht Club voted that there 
should be only one defender yacht in 
each race, although reserving the right 
to change defenders if the showing of 
the first-named was not up to expec 
tations. 

It is interesting to note that in the 
second race for the cup, America fin- 
ished fourth with a crew of navy men 
although nine years had elapsed since 
she won the trophy. 

Ashbury challenged again the next 
year with the schooner Livonia. Co 
lumbia was the defender in the first 
two races of a best four-in-seven seri¢s 
and twice turned back the challenge'. 
In the third race Columbia broke bef 
steering gear and 
only race a challenger was to win until 
Lipton nearly lifted the cup with 
Shamrock IV. 

Sappho won the next two races and 
the cup remained in the United States.

SAAC H. LIONBERGER journeyed to Princeton in the early 
1870s and the president of the university told the young 
man he couldn’t enter. “Your preparatory school records 
from St. Louis are not good. enough,” the educator told 
him. “I didn't come to teach,’’ said Lionberger. ‘I 
came to learn.” The president looked at him. “You may 
atay,’’ he said. 

If that pertinent remark was characteristic of Lion- 
berger almost 60 years ago, it is just as characteristic of him today. That same 
alertness and clear thinking, that same ability to hit the nail on the head, 
epitomizes him. He even ‘looks the part.’’ Born in Boonville, Missouri, in 
1854—-his parents moved to St. Louis when he was three months old—he is no 
lqnger a young man. Still, the years seem to have taken slight toll of 
hity. Small, slender, alert, clear-eyed, precise in attire as he is precise in 
speech, a generous nose that bespeaks character, firm jaw, firm mouth, a 
fine, high forehead, active—if today he is not capable of getting out on 
the field and captaining the Princeton football team as he 
once did, for all ordinary purposes he remains the ‘‘active 
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good. He had simply sold me his holdings and gotten out of it himself. 

“Someone else would walk in. ‘We want you in this,’ or ‘We want you in 
that.’ And flattered again, I’d invest. / Another $40,000 or $50,000 lost. So 
it went—until my inheritatice was gone. 

“I decided to study finance. I read book after book, four and five hours a 
night. I traced the financial histories of different countries. I traced the 
history of panics and financial depressions in this country. I found that follow- 
ing every panic stocks kept going down for several years. They might drop 10 
points, then go up five, drop another 10, go up another five, but they would 
keep descending in an up-and-down fashion, until they reached their lowest 
point. Then they would begin to go up in very much the same manner they 
had gone down. They would rise perhaps 10 points, drop off five, rise 10 
more, drop five or six, until they had reached their peak. 

“One evening, as I studied my financial books, I suddenly saw how to do 
it. I threw my book at the ceiling. And broke some of the plaster. 

"The next/ morning as I walked downtown I considered what stocks I would 
buy. Then it dawned on me. As conditions became better, as there was a 
greater demand for things, as more articles were manufactured and purchased, 
someone would have to transport all this merchandise. Who? The 

railroads, of course. I knew nothing about railroads. But 
railroad stock I would buy.

“I was never a student at college,”’ he told me. ‘I 
still don’t like the manner of education we employ in our 
universities—telling a student something and then mak- 
ing him repeat it.”

Graduated from the university, Lionberger traveled in 
then entered the old St. Louis Law School and 
began to study law. Now he became the conscientious 
student, studying long hours each night. In 1875 he was 
admitted to the bar. But his pursuit of the law had 
harmed his eyes. He went to Montana and worked for 
two years ag a cowboy. They were strenuous, interesting 
years. For months at a time he was as far as 200 miles 
from a town, he rode through the blizzards of the plains, 
found refuge from the winds in snowdrifts.

“I went to a good friend of mine, the president of a 
bank. I asked him to lend me $100,000. He wanted to 
know what security I had.

NLY once did Lionberger compete for political of- 
() tx. and on that occasion he didn’t know he was 

in the running until he discovered it in a most 
surprising way. A member of his family was ill and 
he was bicycling down Olive street, his objective a drug 
store, where he was to get a bottle of medicine. As 
he approached Channing avenue he saw a crowd gath- 
ered and a man addressing the audience from a stake 
wagon. 

As he got nearer he heard the speaker disparaging 
someone in hearty fashion, and then, to his great aston- 
ishment, be learned that the target of the tirade was 
Isaac Lionberger. What had happened was that some of 
Lionberger’s friends had suggested him as a candidate 
for State Senator on the Democratic ticket. And the 
speaker, also desirous of the candidacy, was telling every- 
one who would listen how much superior he was to Lion- 
berger. te 

Lionberger got off his bicycle. He jumped up on the 
wagon. Ah, those days in the tailors’ union were not mis- 
spent. For the lawyer indulged in a little oratory of his 
own, and ended up by taking the crowd away from his 


_ opponent. 


True, Lionberger was. defeated for the nomination. It 
was through no fault of his own. When the delegates 
came together to choose their candidates, as they did in 
those days, Lionberger’s patron got his signals crossed— 
and hig opponent won. 

In 1896 Lionberger was appointed solicitor to the De- 
partment of the Interior under President Cleveland. He 
lived in Washington some two years. He came back to 
St. Louls utterly disgusted with politics, its vagaries 
abhorrent to him, He never cared to hold office again. 


He believes that on the whole the old St. Louis system 
of choosing candidates by vote of party delegates was 
better than the present method of nomination in open 
primaries. “In the old system,’ he says, ‘“‘we at least 
usually got able Judges. The politicians chose them to 


give the ticket a decent face. Now—-almost anyone can 


be nominated to almost any office.”’ 

He finds prohibition distasteful, both in itself and in its 
principle of Federal control. A believer in the Jeffer- 
sonian theory of the rights of the states, he can not look 
kindly on prohibition or any other law that attempts to 
regulate the personal habits of men by national rule. 

Individual] liberty is sacred to him. He once carried 
his belief in it to the classroom. That was when he was 
an instructor in the old St. Louls Law School, which later 
became the law department of Washington University. 

There was in his teaching days a tradition that an in- 
structor would resign after he had taught 21 years. 
When Lionberger had come to his twenty-first year of 
teaching, the dean of the school asked him to resign at 
the end of the term. Lionberger told him he would and 
that he had intended to, but asked the dean why he made 
the request. “Because,” said the dean, “I can’t do 
anything with your classes when you are through 
with them.” : 

“That pleased me tremendously,” Lionberger told me. 
“It proved to me that I had succeeded with my students. 
I made them assert their individuality, reason for them- 
selves, say what they thought. I refused to let them talk 
out of their books, I had accomplished something. I had 
emancipated them from the textbook. I think my work at 
the law school is the only worth-while work I ever 
accomplished.” 

He was one of a group which, in the old days, met at 
the University Club, then a converted residence near the 
site of today. Among Lionberger and his cohorts 
wit flourished, questions pertaining to all the arts were 
diacussed, intellectual discussion found favor. It was this 
group that entertained visiting lights of the day, such 
men as John Fiske, the historian, Henry James, Matthew 
Arnold, Mark Twain, Admiral Dewey, Grover Cleveland, 
Theodore Roosevelt and Woodrow Wilson. Here the 
celebrities were not put to pompous formality; instead 
camaraderie persisted, the talk was man to man. 

When Mr. Lionberger was 60 years old he wrote an 
essay which he called “The Felicities of Old Age.” (You 
find excerpts from it in another part of this article.)

F AMERICA ever had a super-criminologist, after

predominate, the exploits of Carvalho seem almost 
as unreal as those of the super-detective of fiction. 

He was a scientist, an artist in crime detection. 
His specialty was handwriting. Thousands of crim- 
inals he tracked to earth by means of the dried 


rivers of ink their pens had left. 


Forgery, black- 


mail, treason, murder, whenever the guilty one left 
behind so much as a scrawl of writing David N. 


Carvalho was summoned. And almost without fail ’ 
he was able to follow these slender trails success- 
fully. The chief triumphs of his long career are 


Claire Carvalho. 


set down for the first time in “Crime in Ink,” pub- 


lished here recently by Scribners. 


It is the work of Boyden Sparkes, a young 


writer, and Carvalho’s daughter, Claire Carvalho, who through a greater part 
of her life played Dr. Watson to her father’s Sherlock. 

That she was a very successful Dr. Watson, putting the right question at the 
right time and registering astonishment when the occasion demanded, the book 


testifies. 


As a matter of fact, Carvalho seems actually to have been influenced 


by the criminologists of fiction. He always maintained an air of mystery about 
his laboratory, with its impressive equipment, its microscopes, cameras, retorts 


and what-nots.

was Carvalho, to take one example, who was chiefly responsible for the ex- 
oneration of Captain Alfred Dreyfus, saving him from the hell of Devil’s Island. 
The way in which this came about was typical of Carvalho’s methods, of his in- 


tense interest in his field. 


Dreyfus, convicted of treason, had spent more than a year of his life sen- 
tence on Devil’s Island—the case was supposedly closed. Then, strangely 
enough, because the child, Claire Carvalho, had to have a new hat, 
the status of the whole affair was changed. Claire’s father 


decided she should have a really nice hat.

His 
trained eye had detected minute facts 
of great import in that bit of hand- 
writing. 

Even though there was no other 
specimen of Dreyfus’ handwriting with 
which to compare it, there were many 
things that it revealed to him. Car- 
valho promptly wrote to Madame Drey- 
fus in Paris and some weeks later her 
representatives in America brought 
him photographs of the treasonable 
writing, supposedly written by Drey- 
fus, along with numerous other sam- 
ples of the convicted man’s handwrit- 
ing, love letters he had written to his 
wife many years before, letters he had 
written her from Devil's Island, official 
documents and papers bearing his sig- 
nature.

A long time afterward, when Drey- 
fus had been honorably restored to his 
rank in the army, Carvalho explained 
the case to his daughter as follows: 

“The very instant I saw that news- 
paper reproduction and the authentic 
copy of Dreyfus’ handwriting I was 
sure he never had written it. 
was instinct; but when I had studied 
the case my conclusion was based on 
a certitude. Dreyfus could not have 
written ‘it.

“l have learned by many yéars of 
experience that when a man tries to 
disguise his handwriting he tries to 
avoid the dominant and apparent char- 
acteristics of it.

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other hand, if he attempts to imitate 
the handwriting of another he will 
look for these dominant and apparent 
characteristics and make them more 
intense in order to draw attention 
more particularly to these special 
points. That is what Esterhazy had 
done. He was the agile boy imitating 
the lame man, but at times in that 
treasonable writing he forgot to limp. 
He wrote like Esterhazy. Don’t ask 
me why he tried to throw suspicion on 
Dreyfus. I know that it was discov- 
ered finally that he had sent more than 
150 communications to Schwartzkop- 
pen (the German military attache in 
Paris). Undoubtedly he Hved in ter- 
ror of apprehension, and it is quite 
possible he took that cruel means of 
diverting suspicion from himself at a 
time when he feared immediate dis- 


covery.”

“Tt was his ignorance of such fine 
points that defeated the purpose of the 
forger and those who inspired him. 
A section of the forged will and a por- 
tion of the genuine document written 
by Mr. Fair might, at first glance, 
seem to have been written by'the same 
hand, but the microscope showed that 
there were 600 or more breaks and re- 
touches in the forged document. A 
child could see from the enlargement 
that the pen that halted in that fash- 
ion was traveling in a strange road in 
the dark of ignorance when it wrote 
‘James G. Fair.’ ¥ 

Carvalho was indirectly involved in 
the case of the madman who attempt- 
ed to kill J. P. Morgan in 1915. The 
assassin was Frank Holt. Holt, an 
instructor in German at Cornell Uni- 
versity, broke into the Morgan home 
at Glen Cove, Long Island, and aft- 
er haranguing Morgan insanely on 
the shipment of arms to the allies, 
fired several shots at him, wounding 
him seriously. During the time that 


he was held in jail, police became con- 


vinced that “Frank Holt’ was an alias 

of Erich Muenter, a professor of Ger- 

man at Harvard, who had poisoned his 

wife. When “Holt” committed suicide 
by struggling to the highest bars 
of his cell and then dashing him- 
self to the concrete floor, the po 
lice reported the identity of Muen- 
ter and Holt to have been the 
same and wrote both the murder- 
er of Mrs. Muenter and the at- 
tempted killing of Morgan off 
their books.

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ing came slowly and when they did 
come they were rather badly scattered 


and disorganized. For a hundred years 


the national capital was an object of 
derision. Fun makers called it the 
“village monumental,” or the “city of 
magnificent dietances.”" During the 
first hundred years of its existence the 
Government never had sufficient funds 
with which to carry out any extensive 
program of alteration and co-ordina- 
tion—or if it did have, refused to use 
them for the purpose. Now, at last, it 
has both the means and the disposi- 
tion. To quote President Hoover, “the 
opportunity and the resources are at 
hand to re-create a national capital 
that will express the soul of America.”’ 

The construction program now 
under way revolves about,a magnifi- 
cent centerpiece known the Tri- 
angle. Buildings on this tract alone 
will cost $1509,000,000. This area, 
which lies almost in the center of the 
city, comprises 70 acres. The Triangle 


‘Is formed by Fifteenth street, N. W:, 


as the base (the tract is 3000 feet wide 
here), Pennsylvania avenue as the 
‘hypothenuse and B street as the per- 
pendicular. The length of the perpen- 
dicular is about 13 blocks. Along the 
B street, or perpendicular, side of the 
Triangle is the Mall, the great stretch 
of Government ground, extending from 
the Capitol to the Potomac River, and 
which includes parks, numerous Goy- 
ernment buildings, such as those of the 
Department of Agriculture, the Nation- 
al Museum, Smithsonian Institution, 
Washington Monument and Lincoln 
Memorial. Collateral alteration and 
development of the Mall will accom- 
pany the development of the Triangle. 


T IS upon the Triangle, however, 
] ae attention is now centered. 

There the change in the city’s ap- 
pearance will be most marked. On this 
70-acre plot will rise the new De- 
partment of Commerce, Department of 
Labor, Department of Justice, Bureau 
of Internal Revenue, Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, Archives Building 
and quarters for a great number of in- 
dependent establishments, most of 


which are now in temporary buildings 


of war-time vintage. It is planned to 
erect also a new State Department 
Building in the group, leaving the 
present structure to the War Depart- 
ment. And one of the last steps in the 
undertaking will be the replacement 
of the present Postoffice Department 
Building. Three plagas will be 
located within the Triangle. At 
Twelfth street will be a circular one

The Parline house sat in the 
mfdst of trees and flowers like 
Ceres among her fruits. We were 
just then emerging from the dark 
age of fences into the enlightened 
era of open lawns. By your fenced 
or fenceless condition you were 
known as old-fashioned or up-to- 
date. One by one the picket and 
the fancy iron and the rough 
board fences on our street had 


gone down before the . god of » 


fashion. Mr. Parline, alone, re- 
tained his—a neat picket, painted 
as white as the snowballs that 
hung over it, Juliet-like, from 
their green foliage balconies. 

The shrubbery was not so ar- 
tistically placed as that of today. 
We had not learned to group it. 
against houses and walls, leaving 
wide stretches of lawn. Single 
bushes dotted Mr. Parline’s lawn, 
a hydrangea here, a peony there, 
a tiger lily beyond, in spaded 
spots of brown, mulch-filled earth, 
like so many chickens squatted in 
their round nests. 

The Parlines were of English 
extraction although both had been 
born in Vermont. There was a 
faintly whispered tale that they 
were cousins, but there was no 
one so intimate as to verify the 
gossip and no one so prying as to 


ask. 


R. PARLINE was a half- 
AY shorter than his 

tall, slender wife. He 
was stocky of body, a little 
ruddy as to complexion, like the 
color of his apples, a little fuzzy 
as to face, like the down on his 
peaches. There was a quiet 
dignity about him that fell just 
short of pompousness. ‘Mr. Par- 
line’’ his wife called him, in con- 
trast to the “John” and ‘“‘Silas”’ 
and ‘‘Fred”’ with which the other 
women spoke of their liege lords. 
Where other women in the block 
ran in to our home with the free- 
dom of close acquaintances, Mrs. 
- Parline alone occasionally came 
sedately in at the front gate in a 
neat brown dress covered with a 
large snowy apron starched to 
cardboard stiffness. 

It was Mr. Parline who came 
often. With that manner which 
was paradoxically gentle and 
pompous, he would bring us 
edibles from his garden all sum- 
mer long on a hotne-made flat 
wooden tray. That garden, as neat 
as constant care could make it, 
was the delight and despair of 
everyone who attempted to 
emulate it. Not a pigweed showed 
its stubborn head. Not a mullen- 
stalk Hfted its thick, velvety self. 
The bricklaid paths, without sign 
of leaf, might have been swept, 
even scrubbed. As for the grow- 
ing contents of the garden, they 
made a varicolored and delightful 
picture. In its perfection every 
cabbage might have been a rose, 
every beet an exotic tropical plant, 
the pareley dainty window-box 
ferns. To Mr, Parline there was 
no dividing line between the 
beauty of flowers and the beauty 
of vegetables. With impartiality 


he planted marigolds near the car- i 


rots and zinniag next to the beans. 

“Just a little of the fruits of my 
labor,”’ was his dignified greeting 
on those occasions when he tapped 
at the back door. In the center of 
the wooden tray might repose a 
cabbage, the dew still trembling 
upon the silver sheen of its leaves, 
around it a lovely mass of the 
delicate shell-pink of sweet peas. 
One felt it as much of a sacrilege 
to plunge the cabbage into hot 


y as it would have been to 
ail cook the sweet peas. Or he might 


have several bunches of grapes 
in merging shades of wine red 
and purple, their colors melting 
into the wine red and purple col- 
ors of shaggy asters. Old Mr. 
Parline had the heart of a poet 
and the eye of an interior deco- 
rator. 

We never saw Mrs. Parline pull- 
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ing a vegetable or cutting a 
flower. Occasionally, at evening, 
she walked in the paths with all 
the interest and curiosity of a 
stranger, evidently considering the 
garden as sacred ground as did 
the rest of us. Indeed, Mother 
was at their back door one day 
when Mr. Parline came up the 
path with the inevitable wooden 
tray. There were beets on the 
tray, their tops cut, their bodies 
like blood-red hearts, around 
them white Sweet Williams and 
crinison phlox. “I was just bring- 
ing my wife some of the fruits of 
my labor,’’ he said in his courte- 
ous, half-pompous way. 

We laughed about the phrase at 
home. Ours was a noisy, hilari- 
ous, fun-loving family. One mem- 
ber might bring in a mess of 
dirty potatoes in a battered old. 
pail. “A little of the fruits of 
my labor,’’ he would imitate Mr. 
Parline’s pompous dignity. Or 
another, coming in with the first 
scrawny radishes, might have

] ==: hobby, the weather was 
his very life. It was in- 
conceivable that anyone should be 
so wrapped. up in the con- 
stant change of the elements. 
To other busy people the weath- 
er was incidental to their la- 
bors, the setting in which 
they performed their tasks. It 
might be pleasant or inconvenient, 
but it remained a side issue. To 
old Mr. Parline it was the jmpor- 
tant event of the day. He scanned 
the heavens, read the almanac, 
watched for signs of changes.
